dihplacemeht, making them u|i lo •'), 
000 tons. The protective deck litis 
bet'H repbiced by an armor belt 'JOO 
ftjet lonir, formed of lO-iiicli steel fiieed 
armor of G inch of backing. Tlu- end.'- 
arti protecteil by an undeirwater b(iit 
flimilar to the Mersey's. As tin; i iuib of 
the belted cruisers are very line, the 
part of the water-line not, actvally jiro- 
ttctod by armor is ]iroportionately very 
aniail. ■ The engines of llie ve.ssi-l.i are 
to bo 7,500 horse power, to be obtain- 
ed by the use of forced draii-rht in a 
oloMud^itr^Me> TBere are four lioilerw 
double-ended, having a total grate sur 
face of abput 500 square feet, and 
working'ifa pressure of 120 pounds. 
'Their total' weight is not to exceed 720 
tons. "They are of a similar type, to 
thoH€ aumjlled rto the Leadt^r cla.s.s by 
Messrs. Robert'Hdpier k Sons, haviug 
cast steel framing and hollow Kteel 
shafting throughout. The arnmment 
^ oonsist of;twb. 18-ton guns arranged — 
one foP ward, to fire all round i he bow 
to about tifly degree.s abaft tiie Ijeam, 
and one lift, to.fire through a .similar 
swe«p reond^lihVBterii. Id addition to 
tiiene, there are twelve 4-ton gun.s and 
^ six uificl^ige .gufiB. A torpedo annainent 
will also be provided both above and 
under the water. The con.ilrnction of 
tliii h^Us does not materially diO'er 
from that of tbo arualler and earlier 
ironclads of Her Afajesty's navy, .sncli 
as the Hydra, Nelson and Coinjueror, 
but th^y ft^e of steel throughout. 'riie,se 
belted cruisers will each bo manned liy 
a irow of 350 officerti and intin, fur 
whom .very good accommodacion is 
found on the Kecond deck above ilie 
■water. line. All the usual relinemenis 
of a cruiBer have to be jirovided in 
their "^0^);.|.raodern form. When com 
pleted'these " v'esHels will be works of 
modern engineering second to none. As 
vettsolH of war they cannot fail to he for- 
midable. Their weak points appeur to 
be their speed, wliich is not more than 
eighteeh'knots.- Glasgow ileralil.

It may not be'geiidrally known that 
O.iiiian l)igiia is a Frenchman iiy birth, 
antl was born in the year 18.'V2 in a 
small hotel in llouen. His father dying 
II year or' two after, liis iiintlier iniirried 
an A le.\andriaii in(;rchunt in lbo7, half 
Kreuch tiiul half I'ieyplian, of the name 
ofOsnian L>igiia, who, ttiking a ijreal 
fancy lo young (Jsm m (at that time 
named Alphonse Vinet), insisted oni 
having iii.s name changed 'to his' own, 
and, dyin:,' in 1812, left him about 
riOU.IloV) francs. .After the death of his 
slepd'iil lier he was left to the l;u^^rllin- 
sliipof .Ali Ivliiiu, a kind of half part- 
tier of the eider ( )sioaii, a Mussulman, 
who, at the death of Mine. Digna, ill 
1811, look youim Osnian into his house. 
His religion it that time, being very 
much of the Christian uiiatlaelied type, 
was soon (Miivened into .Mt-iiam iiiedan- 
ism. Ali Khan was a very Weultliy 
man, and lived in ereat Oriental pomp 
and H[)leiidor. Tliou;;h intendiiie to la^ 
\ury kind to young tt.nntui, his kiiiil- 
ness was of a very Spartan order in 
deed. He had nuinerons profes.sor.s for 
vurions branches of ieariiiiig, and would 
often bo e.\amiiied bv Ali himself, who, 
if he did not coiisitler tliat he had imide 
proei'e.ss, would have hiui severely bas- 
tinadoed.

Thougli the OiiiuiJiiin government, by 
tlieir own admiH^^i()^, have long Icmdwii of 
■ the liitest disiconteiit in the northwest, 
they do nut 'soeii) to h^ve^ made, any pre- 
purationa to repress^- asporiouS iWOtbreftk. 
The only a>;)tlithlo 'force, on which they 
relied, was the 500 mounted pnlico, who 
were Htatiuiied in siiiall detuchnienca over 
a vast territory fri.m Farwell, in this 
pri'vinca,-jto the ■-bordorBtof Manitoba. It 
will p^iS^b'ably'ap^eat^ that the government 
are ill-g^repared for auoh an emergency 
as haijarTbtfn""iind.t|i^t'ihe equipment of 
the expeditionary force will be for suine 
time imperfect. It ia no araiill matter to 
equip thi)roughly, for such a war aa the 
niirthwoat war, even a small force of 2,000 
men. Infantry men from the eastern 
provinbes' cannot all be 6t to act as 
cavalryj and, except for garrisoning cer- 
tain placesi' mounted infantry or cavalry, 
will be almost wholly required to over- 
take and defeat the rebels. The police, 
from their cavalry training and knowledge 
of the country, ought to be the tittest 
force to' meet the rebels. Yet f hey re- 
tired from the fight at Duck lake with a 
loss of two men killed out of a force uf 
100 — aiact that .requires some explana- 
tion. 'ThVcivilift'nB' in that fight lost 10 
men killed out of 40 present. The militia 
of the eastern i)rovince3, probably, are 
ooniposed of the same classes as our locil 
militia. How many of our men could 
ride untrained horses, day in and day out, 
and handle a heavy carbine in action, 
without' dismounting ( Of all soldiery, 
the must ditticult to organize, forcfTuctive 
warfare, is cavalry, as the horse requires 
training as well as llie man. The half- 
breods and Indians, probably, are all 
horsemen, and their ponies more or less 
accustomed to stand when the rider tires 
from the saddle or dismounts to deliver 
his Gref' Th^ government should have 
encourag'ed tho formation of local volun- 
teer yeomanry in the northwest, as a 
second lino behind the police force. There 
must be many fine horsemen among the 
white 8ottlerSj5-*whp -would have been 
willing to keep, aiid' partially train, horses 
which, in case of need, they could use for 
war purposes. The guns of the mounted 
police force are 7 pounder and 9-poundor 
bronze mountain guns, some of which, by 
the last- published report, were not id a 
very serviceable condition. In a general 
engageti^ebt^^theae would be useful if Gen. 
Middletoii has artillerymen with him, but 
it may not bo the tactics of the rebels to 
fight a regular battle against equal num- 
bers. The scone of the war, at preaont, 
ia immediately south of the southern 
limit of the true forests, but far north uf 
the northern limits of the true prairie 
land. . The country ia hillooky aud par- 
tially timbered away from the water 
courses — there being many blutfs of pop- 
lar and scrub, with prairie intervening. 
It is a good country for skirmishing tae- 
tica, unlike the true prairie region to the 
southward where one can speak at half a 
mile without an effort, and where a three- 
quarter inch picket can be distinctly seen 
six miles away. A field gun, on an emi- 
nence on the prairie, would loon> as big 
as an elephant. The conditions of war - 
faro in the two sections of the country 
will bo very diflereiit.

A yictorian Abroad* 

New York, March 28, 1885. 
I can not refrain from sending you ii 
few lines this morning, as I ait at my 
hotel wuidow looking out on Broadway, 
which is, this morning, coated with about 
four inohea of anew that fell last night. 
Adding to this & sharp n. e. wind blowing 
it makes mo more than ever realize the 
beauty of our Victoria climate. l'eiq)lo 
here can hardly believe me ulieii I tell 
them that in the same lioiniapherc .--(jvensl 
hundred miles to the north, a variety of 
fliiwers were in full bloom out door.s, 
and the trees leaving out two weeks 
axo. 

Aa this neither holds out no iiiduce- 
mpnt to mo for strolling about, 1 will 
give you a short outline of tlie tiip acrns.s 
the continent. Leaving A^ictoria .Mmeii 
l.^> on the morning of t!u! eeli|isL'., under a 
bright sky, I had a line i;p|)'>i t utjity t'l 
observe it after leaving Port 'rowiiseiid. 
Monday ni^ht I took in Tacoma, which 
was rather dull I was told. This, I think 
is owing to too costly buildings, for in- 
stance, the Tacoma Hotel, e(|ual to any 
in New Vork as far as modern im|Ji-.ive 
ment is concerned, and several business 
houses I think too large for years to come. 
Portland was like Tacoma, overdone, liiio 
ciiy, weather beautiful, about ^two weeks 
ahead of Victoria in vegetation. But 
next day things changed. After leaving 
the Willamette about thirty miles, evi - 
dences of the memorable siiiMv bhiokade of 
last January were everywhere visiKIc, and 
it w-ill take some time before tlu' liu-i,'e 
drifts will disappear. In Idaho sumo 
snow along the ruad, but the temperature 
was very comfortable; Montana and 
Dakota about the saiiu!. lii Montana 
at Gallatin we crossed ;U the three fi'rks, 
the head waters of the Mis.souri, uiiieli 
was open, but on again crii.s.siuL; ii iil His- 
marck it waa quite solid. At St. I'uul 
the Mississippi was fast in tiie embrace of 
winter, teams cros.siiig aa on a aolid 
bridge. Next day brought me to Chi- 
cago. Llere the atiiio.spliei-e was very 
cold. Lake Michigan waa oiio anlid liudy 
of ice, presenting tlio appearance i f 
Arctic sea aa far as the ice could riMch 
Next, Detroit; here iiLso winter was kiiiu, 
and opposite the railway station a canal 
had been cut in the ice for the uae of tho 
steam ferry connecting the Michigan 
Central, etc., with the (!rand Trunk .\ t, 
this crossing the fii-at deh'.y i.ctniireil, 
owing to the ice having formeil since the 
ferry made the last trip which could only 
have been of short duration as several 
railway linos meet the Canadian system 
here. At tbia point we lost one hour 
which wo were not able to make up to 
connect with the N. Y. C , and 11. 11. 11. 
11. at Suspention Bridge, reaulliiig in our 
losing the morning train leaving; Suspen- 
tion Bridge ut 8:30 u. m. , daily. In con- 
sequence 1 had to remain at this point 
until 3:50 p. m., which gave me u.i oppor- 
tunity of seeing the great fall of Nlatiaru 
under circumstances that seldom occur. 
This having been the mo.st severe winter 
experienced for thirty years, the accu- 
mulation of ice on the river aud on the 
sides of the tall ia something immense. 
After driving in a Bleigh, of course, the 
only practical vehicle at this time, thro ugh 
the park and past the wlmljMx.l, 
the spot where poor Webb fooli.-thly 
sacrificed his life, 1 went down 
the inclined rail road which biought 
lue underneath the falln. Here I had to 
don a suit of oilcloth, hat, etc., and an 
api»indage called creepers, consisting of an 
iron band with four shar]) points that 
buckles under the foot to prevent falling, 
as the spray of the falls continually en- 
velopes this ])art of the river which is only 
a few hiuulrrd feet from the tri-iUfiuli»us 
volume, and as it was two below /.uro it 
coated everything with a smooth luial of ici- 
making the precaution absolutely iiei-rss:ii-v.

In 1883, 
1874 permits, chiefly for a fow gallons 
each, were issued. A fee of SOconis per 
gallon ia exacted. There are slender ap- 
prnprialions fur roads and bridges, which 
are usually made on an assurance that 
the settlors immediately benefited will 
contribute an equal nmouut in money or 
labor. The member for the district sup- 
ervises the work and certifies to ita com- 
pletion, thus combining legislative and 
executive functimis in hia person. To 
us, in our political manhood and freedom, 
all these Northwest arrangements seem to 
be of a backward and temporary charac- 
ter. The wonder is that the people are 
satisfied with them at all. Wo doubt if 
thej ara satisfied, wdielher whole breeds 
or half breeds. It may bo added that 
Mr. Dewdney does not communicate, like 
other lieutenant-governors, with tho sec- 
retary of state for Canada, but with the 
minister of tho interior, Sir D. L. Mac- 
phorson, whoso departmental ofiicerhe ia. 
As Indian superintendent Mr. Dewdney 
reporta to tho superintendent general of 
Indians, Sir John Mandonald. Sir D. L. 
Macphurson and Sir John Macdonald are 
therefore primarily rcsponaiblo aa depart- 
mental ofticors for tho state of affairs in 
tho Northwest, Oonstitutioiially, of 
courao, tho whole Canadian cabinet is re- 
sponsible.

L,aunch of the First Ste^l Ship 
Ever Built oil This Coast. 

The.first steel ship ever constructed on 
this coast was launched from the shipyard 
of the Union Iron VTorks, at the'Potrero, 
on Thursday April 2nd, in the presence 
of over_lj500 spectators. This vessel, 
which ma christened tba Arago, was 
built for tho Newport Goal Company, and 
is a model in the way of nnval architec- 
ture. She is a screw steamer, of about 
750 tons register, 200 feet long on the 
watorlino, by 30 feet beam and 16.feet.in 
tlie held. She is built untirdy of atssl, 
and has four water-tight compartments 
and a water- balhiat tank- under her ongine 
and boilers, making six water-tight com- 
partments in all. Her draught is light, 
and sho will aail in I'i feet inchoa of 
water when loaded, and makoa about ton 
knots pur hour. It ia thought she will be 
able to carry 1,000 tons of coal. The 
launch wiis in every reapoct a auccoss, and 
the vessel slid down the greased ways and 
settled upon tho water aa gracefully as 
could bo imagined. 

The Pacilic Mail steamor San Jose ar- 
rived yestord.ay in nineteen and a half 
days from Panama. She 'biought up a 
good cargo and a large passenger list, 
sovonty-nino in all. She experienced fair 
weather and had good health on board 
during the voyage.

Klimils and shouts, and shouts all the more 
if he has several companions of his own 
age, also in charge of their olophants, all 
wallowing in tho water around him. If tho 
child slips otl' his island, the elephant'a 
trunk promptly replaces him in safety.

The lost and starving dogs in Londou 
are carefully collected and taken to a 
"homo," where, to the number sometiines 
of 100 a dny, they are killed by a process, 
than which none could be more humane. 
After being given a hearty meal they are 
placed in cages, graded according to size 
as nearly as possible, and with the vicious 
dogs by thefnsolves. The cages are then 
surrounded with an ntmospherc charged 
with ciiloroforni and hi.sulpbiduof carbon. 
In from one to two luiautes sleep falls 
upon, the animals, <jfteii stertorous, like 
that of uieii in uneasy attitudes or when 
dreaming. Tliey begin breathing fainter 
and fainter, aiid'iu si.K minutes are dead. 
Their bodies an; then buried in heaps of 
bog moss. HO prci)arcd that ilecomposition 
is completely perfected within a week 
from' interment

Iu tho 
report the fiiols are iip|ilied to what is 
going on in America, where certain inland 
fertile districts are becoming converted 
into deserts by wholesale cleariiigs. and in 
other pbices, .such as the plains of 
Colorado, where only tlve or six years of 
irrigation and planting have already pro- 
duced ft p\eiisur;ibla increase of rniufall. 
It is m'aililained that the deserts of Syria 
and Africa are the results of cutting down 
trcrar mid ■ ■fhiit original lusfuriaace mny 
bo restored by skillfiil replanting.
